The Grayling City Council 
recently received some troubling 
news: the Michigan State Police 
Department, which currently leases 
the old city hall building from the 
City of Grayling for its forensics 
lab, is planning to build a new, size- 
able complex at Gaylord in which 
several northern Michigan State 
Police operations would be consol- 
idated, including the crime lab now 
located in the city hall building. 

It has been less than a year since 
the State Police signed a 10-year 
lease agreement with the city. The 
lease agreement contains a stipula- 
tion allowing the State Police to 
exit the lease at any time with 30 
days written notice. The agree- 
ment’s escape clause is standard for 
state and federal entities, City 
Manager Allen Lowe said. 

“They won't sign a lease like this 
unless they have an ‘out,’ Lowe 
said. 

The State Police have leased 
space from the city since 1979, 
almost 22 years. The city offices

and city police department: com- 
pletely vacated city hall in February 
of this vear to accommodate the 
State Police’s request for more 
space. and the city had parts of the 
building renovated. also as request- 
ed by the State Police. 

City Council members have said 
that one of the main reasons they 
decided to move out of city hall was 
to help keep the State Police and the 
ecime lab in Grayling. 

The city is currently in the process 
of planning a $700.000 project for a 
new city hall. which is on pace to 
begin construction next year. 

The recent release of the State 
Police Department's five-year plan 
has the City Council concerned. If 
the new hall is built and the State 
Police opt to leave Grayling for a 
new facility somewhere else. the 
city would be stuck with an empty 
building: either a brand new, 
$700,000 structure. or the previous 
city hall, which underwent a 
$120.000 renovation project just 
before the State Police took the 
building over in February. 

The cost of the renovations are 
included in the monthly lease pay- 
ments. so if the State Police stay for 
the 10-year life of the lease. the 
$120.000 would be completely paid 
back to the city by the end of the 
lease.

When or if the new facility will be 
built in Gaylord is uncertain. so for 
now the City Council has not halted 
plans for a new hall. but it is pro- 
ceeding with caution until more 
information is available. (The coun- 
cil did not yet have a copy of the 
five-year plan at its most recent 
meeting last Monday.) 

The plan to move the crime lab to 
Gaylord does seem likely to reach 
fruition, according to the recently- 
released five-year plan. “The five- 
year comprehensive plan is intended 
for implementation in its entirety.” 
the document reads. “It is, however. 
appropriate to prioritize implemen- 
{ation so as to maximize the plan’s 
effectiveness as well as take advan- 
tage of capital outlay or other 
resources as they are made available 
to the department.~ 

As listed in the five-year plan for 
facilities. the department’s “Priority 
I” is to construct a building in 
Grand Rapids for the State Police 
and Michigan Department of 
Transportation. “Planning docu- 
ments, including programming and 
schematics, have been prepared and 
a site selected and proved. The pro- 
ject is ready for funding,” the plan 
states. 

The five-year plan for facilities 


lists the Gaylord project as “Priority 
2.° “This project will establish the 
department’s northern Lower 
Peninsula center at Gaylord.” the 
plan states. “The department already 
provides substantial services from 
the Gaylord area. The post is in a 70 
year-old state owned facility that is 
inadequate.” 

“The department also leases space 
in separate buildings in Gaylord for 
motor carrier. fire marshal. and 
criminal investigations. MPSCS 
(Michigan Public Safety 
Communications System) regional 
dispatch is being placed in a tempo- 
rary facility at the post site. In addi- 
tion the department's district head- 
quarters is in Traverse City and its 
regional forensic laboratory is in a 
leased facility in Grayling. All of 
these activities are to be consolidat- 
ed at this complex (in Gaylord).” the 
plan states. 

Lowe said he is drafting a letter to 
the State Police Department request- 
ing that the State Police: 1) stay in 
Grayling for the 10 years of the 
lease for the city hall building. and 
2) consider Grayling as the location 
for the new northem Michigan com- 
plex instead of Gaylord. 

Lowe and City Council members 
said that input from local govern- 


ments and citizens may be able to 
make a difference in the State Police 
Department's plan to move the 
crime lab to Gaylord. 

Based on the criteria used by the 
State Police in determining loca- 
tions for new facilities, Grayling 
may be a suitable location for the 
new complex. 

“The criteria used to assemble this 
Five-Year Comprehensive Plan for 
Facilities modifies and expands on 
the criteria used by the department 
to site facilities in the past. Site 
selection criteria when the bulk of 
the department’s existing facilities 
were built included a lack of local 
law enforcement, proximity to 
major highways and routes to the 
state, geographic distribution, 
demand by local government as well 
as the public and business commu- 
nity, and offers of land and/or finan- 
cial assistance,” the plan states. 

“This Plan also considers current 
and future population trends, crime 
and traffic statistics, existing and 
planned highways. the condition and 
adequacy of existing facilities, and 
the department’s current position 
inventory. Considerable input has 
also been received from the depart- 
ment’s executive level command 
staff,” the document states. 


Grayling Asthma Project (GAP) kicks off 


“There seems to be a ‘gap’ 
between the problem of asthma and 
the solution.” states Douglas H.

“The GAP 
group has been developed to make 
an impact on asthma control in 
northern Michigan.” 

GAP is a group of healthcare pro- 
fessionals that have come together 
to help the asthma sufferers of our 
local communities to better manage 
their symptoms and disease as well 
as identify asthma patients who have 
not yet been diagnosed. 

The program has been developed 
and funded through Grayling Mercy 
Hospital. Trinity Health and the 
Emily George Foundation.

begin to formulate a plan to address 
problems with health system con- 
cerns regarding asthma patients. 
Participants at the meeting included 
representatives from area schools. 
heath departments. the physician 
community. industry, are pharma- 
cies, and also a few concerned par- 
ents. 

Rich Robbins. Exercise Specialist 
and facilitator for the Kick Off 
Dinner. indicated. “Asthma is on the 
rise at an alarming rate. even with 
new medicines and new technology. 
The disease affects over 500.000 
children and adults in Michigan 
alone. This disease needs to be man- 
aged not only in the short term but 
also day to day. GAP is designed for 
its professionals to work alongside 
physicians, schools and health agen- 
cies such as the health department to 
provide needed services and 
resources. The GAP staff includes 
physicians. respiratory therapists. 
asthma educators, and pharmacists.” 


Potential services which GAP will 
address will include: screenings, 
such as surveys and peak flow test- 
ing. education; and training such as 
proper use of inhalers, peak flow 
meters, spacers and recognizing 
asthma triggers and how to mini- 
mize them. 

One of the top priorities of train- 
ing services include an understand- 
ing for patients and health care 
providers of the necessity to develop 
an Asthma Action Plan, which is 
specialized for each asthma sufferer. 

“Our GAP professionals will 
work beside the key health care spe- 
cialists for each asthma patient to 
provide additional resources,” states 
Robbins. 

GAP was the recipient of grant 
monies through both Trinity Health 
and the Emily George Grant. If you

Young hunter injured by gun shot

Michigan State Police (MSP) at 
the Houghton Lake Post are investi- 
gating a hunting accident that 
occurred Friday. November 17 at 5 
p.m. in South Branch Township. 

The accident occurred when the 
victim, 14-year old Dean Allen 
Bronner of Birch Run, was standing 
on a state forest road. Other hunters 
were spread out along the road 
when shots were fired at a deer that 
entered the roadway. 

Results of a preliminary investi- 
gation lead the MSP to believe frag- 
ments of a bullet had struck a group 
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of small trees, then hit Bronner in 
the right side of his neck, exiting his 
left cheek. 

Other members of the victim’s 
hunting party transported him to 
Grayling Mercy Hospital for treat- 
ment. He was later transferred to a 
Saginaw area hospital. 

Fortunately, Bronner’s wound 
was non-fatal and he was able to 
talk with investigators and family 
members. once notified of the acci- 
dent. 

The accident remains under 
investigation in an attempt to iden- 
tify who fired the injuring bullet.

Old 27 North was closed tor 
about two hours last Tuesday, 
November 14 when three vehicles. 
including a Crawford County 
Transportation Authority (CCTA) 
Dial-A-Ride bus, were involved in 
an accident. just north of Grayling 
High School. 

Crawford County — Sheriff's 
Deputies were called to the scence at 
approximately 9:30 a.m. and asked 
for assistance from local fire and 
rescue for the Jaws of Life to free a 
trapped motorist. Grayling and 


Frederic Township Fire 
Departments responded. 
According to Sheriff David 


Lovely. witnesses at the scene said a 
car traveling northbound on snow- 
dampened Old 27. crossed the cen- 
ter line, sideswiped a southbound 
car, then hit the Dial-A-Ride bus 
head on. 

Emergency medical personnel 
from Frederic Township and Mobile 
Medical Response transported the 
injured to Grayling Mercy Hospital 
while the Grayling Police 
Department and employees of the 
Road Commission for Crawford 
County closed the road and handled 
traffic control. 

Closing the road allowed 
Sheriff*s officer to conduct an on- 
scene investigation. then crews from 
the CCTA and Bulldog Towing 
cleared the wreckage.

Many of these properties were 
contaminated years ago and before 
Michigan’s cleanup law was 
changed significantly in 1995. any 
person who owned or operated con- 
taminated property was responsible 
for cleaning up the contamination, 
regardless whether they caused the 
problem. 

Cleanup laws seriously halted the 
purchase and re-use of contaminat- 
ed property and the results were 
many new development projects 
going to undeveloped land or open 
space. 

In an effort to reduce this prob- 
lem, and to put contaminated prop- 
erty back into productive use, liabil- 
ity for property owners was 
changed to a “causation-based™ sys- 
tem. BRDA funds the clean up or 
offers new businesses coming in to 
pay for it and then be eligible to 
Teceive tax exemptions to help clean 
up contaminated property. 

Officials from BRDA said based 
on risk and future use of property. 
the industry possibly would not 
have to be brought up to residential 
standards. BRDA would also offer 
an incentive to provide single busi- 
nesses a tax credit amounting to 
10% of eligible investment in order 
lo attract economic development by 
using the existing property and pre- 


venting urban sprawl of the utilities 
and infrastructure that already exist. 

Redevelopment provides the 
Authority with the ability to create a 
Tax Increment Financing Plan. 
Improved properties will generate 
more tax revenue as active busi- 
nesses. They then will be reim- 
bursed for the environmental 
improvements. 

The Clean Michigan Initiative 
(CMI). which was passed by voters 
in November 1998. provides funds 
for brownfield cleanup and redevel- 
opment. This grant provides $675 
million to various statewide envi- 
ronmental cleanups. pollution pre- 
vention and redevelopment projects 
in Fiscal Year (FY) 1999. In FY 
2000 more than $78 million in addi- 
tional funds was added for the sec- 
ond phase of CMI projects. 

BRDA was designated $335 mil- 
lion of which $263 million will be 
used for environmental cleanup 
activities on contaminated proper- 
ties to promote redevelopment. Up 
to $60 million may be used for envi- 
ronmental cleanup activities at sites 
posing an imminent and substantial 
endangerment to human health or 
the environment. 

Up to $20 million wiil be used for 
grants and loans to the community 
for response actions at contaminat- 
ed properties to facilitate redevelop-

Flu, pneumonia can be prevented 


Now that the election is over. it’s 
time for older adults in Michigan to 
focus on another important issue 
affecting their quality of life: getting 
their flu and pneumonia shots to 
stay healthy this winter. There are 
four great reasons why you should 
strongly consider having your flu 
and pneumonia shots. 

First. vou need these shots to stay 
healthy! Unlike a cold. the flu can 
cause serious illness and death. Flu 
and pneumonia are the sixth leading 
cause of death in the United States. 
and more than 90% of those deaths 
are persons 635 vears of age and 
older. 

There are approximately 20.000 
deaths in the U.S. each year due to 
these diseases. 

In Michigan. there were 225 flu 
or pneumonia deaths per 100.000 
residents 65 years of age or older. 


There were just two flu or pneumo- 
nia deaths per 100.000 residents 
under the age of 50. It is vitally 
important to have vour shots once 
you reach 50! 

Second. having your shots will 
help you protect your friends and 
family from the flu. If you get the 
flu or pneumonia. those who come 
in contact with you are at risk of 
catching it from vou. 

Third. there should be enough flu 
vaccine in Michigan for everyone 
who needs it. There have been con- 
flicting reports in the press regard- 
ing the flu vaccine. The vaccine has 
been delaved a few weeks. but there 
should be enough vaccine. 

Finally, a flu shot is typically 
free! Medicare pays 100% of the 
cost of the flu shot for those with 
Medicare Part B coverage. For peo- 
ple not covered by Medicare. health 
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incumbents once again proved too 
much for any challenger to over- 
come, Which usually is the case. 

All in all, Democrats in Michigan 
had a banner day on November 7. 

Their nomination for governor in 
two years will be much more 
appealing to prospective candidates 
than before Democrats flexed their 
political muscle a couple of weeks 
ago.

THE FLIP SIDE of this coin. of 
course. is what happened to 
Republicans in Michigan? 

One immediate conclusion is that 
Michigan voters may be suffering 
from Engler fatigue. 

That doesn’t mean Mr. Engler 
himself is growing weary. On the 
contrary. he’s as politically hyper as 
ever. 

But he has been governor for 10

Michigan’s Secretary of State calls for election changes 


Secretary of State Candice S. 
Miller said last week she will ask 
state lawmakers to enact changes in 
how and when Michigan conducts 
state elections. including asking that 
a state clection holiday be estab- 
lished to encourage voter participa- 
tion. 

Specifically. Secretary Miller said 
she supports a state election holiday 
so registered voters will not have to 
choose between work and their 
responsibility to vote. She is also 
calling for the state to adopt a uni- 
form voting system for all 5.376 
Precincts across the state. and to 
consolidate elections to four dates 
each year. 

“The presidential election has 
demonstrated how important a sin- 
gle vote can be.” Miller said. “One 
vote can make a difference and that’s 
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why we should make it easier for 
people to cast their ballot on election 
day.” 

« The state’s chief election officer 
also said the time has come for 
Michigan to adopt a uniform type of 
voting equipment for use in 
Precincts around the state. 

Of the 5.376 precincts in the state. 
3.006 precincts used optical scan- 
ning voting equipment in the presi- 
dential election. 

Another 1.443 precincts used 
punch card systems, 693 precincts 
used various types of voting 
machines. 137 precinets used paper 
bailots and 97 precincts used touch- 
sereen computers. 

“There would be a tremendous 
advantage to election officials and 
Voters if every community used the 
same type of voting equipment and 
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the same style of ballot.” Secretary 
Miller explained. “Adopting a uni- 
form system statewide would elimi- 
nate confusion among voters mov- 
ing from one precinct to another.” 

Miller acknowledged her proposal 
for adopting a state election holiday 
and a single voting system will carry 
a hefty price tag. However, she 
believes the state has an obligation 
lo preserve the integrity of the 
process and that can only come 
about through substantial changes in 
the manner state elections are con- 
ducted in Michigan. 

Michigan’s current recount provi- 
sions and traditions have been in 
place for nearly 50 years and grew 
out of the intense wrangles that sur- 
rounded two statewide recounts 
challenging former Governor G. 
Mennen Williams’ elections. Miller 
noted that 50 years later. it is not 
unreasonable we should take the 
experiences of the 2000 presidential 
election. particularly those in the

state of Florida. and use them to 
make improvements to our election 
system in the 21st century. 

In 1995 Secretary Miller appoint- 
ed a Special Advisory Committee on 
Elections that made several recom- 
mendations in its 1997 report on 
improving elections. including lift- 
ing of restrictions on absent voter 
ballots. improvements in the peti- 
tioning process and the consolida- 
tion of elections. all of which 
Secretary Miller supported. 

The committee also acknowl- 
edged the efficiencies that could 
come from the use of a single voting 
system that would be used statewide. 

Secretary Miller concluded that 
while she believes a state election 
holiday would increase voter 
turnout, she would also support a 
concept being discussed by some 
national leaders to move elections to 
Saturday as a way to increase partic- 
ipation on the part of the electorate.

IN ADDITION, his guidance and 
help was not enough for one of his 
closest associates. Sen. Spence 
Abraham. to retain his seat in the 
U.S. Senate -- although State Sen.

As a homeowner, | find this pro- 
posed new ordinance unfair to the 
homeowners of Crawford County 
because living next door to an 
unimproved property with a travel 
trailer on it lowers my property val- 
ues. Travel trailer occupants do not 
have to pay for permits or pay prop- 
erty taxes on their trailers. This also 
Jowers the aesthetic value of the 
existing residential areas. 

Now the Zoning Board wants to 
change the ordinance to allow trav- 
el trailers to be placed on unim- 
proved property for 45 days. 30 
days off. and 45 days on for an 
unknown “Term.” 


I encourage all homeowners of 
Crawford County to contact the 
Zoning Office and get a copy of this 
proposed ordinance, “Camping on 
Unimproved Properties.” You will 
clearly see the inequity in this pro- 
posed ordinance. | also encourage 
every homeowner to attend the pro- 
posed public hearing on this matter 
sometime in December of this year. 

If the Zoning Board of Crawford 
County and the enforcement officer

Grocery store robber

Crawford County's 46th Circuit 
Trial Court Chief Judge Alton ‘T. 
Davis sentenced a downstate man to 
at least three years in state prison for 
robbing a local grocery store 
summer, 

Justin Michael Boss. of Fraser. 
was sentenced on November 6 to 
36-180 months in state prison alter 
he was able to strike a deal with the 
County Prosecutor’s office who 
agreed to the defendant's guilty plea 
on one count of unarmed robbery, 
instead of armed robbery, for the 
August 29 early evening incident. 

Boss robbed Rochette’s IGA 
Market in Grayling of approximate- 
ly $500 after giving a store clerk a 
hald up note indicating he had a 
weapon. No weapon Was ever 
found and Boss was arrested shortly 
after the robbery when he was 
caught speeding on southbound 1-75 
near West Branch. Law enloree- 
ment in that county heeded a bul- 
letin describing Boss and his vehi- 
cle and held the suspect until 


last 


Grayling Police officials could take 
him into custody. 

Boss had already served 70 days 
in the Crawford County Jail when
